Mail Box 
Improvement 


Week Set 


The Postal Service has des- 
ignated the week of May 20-25 
as “Mail Box Improvement 
Week.” The purpose of this 
week is to call attention to the 
need for providing mail recep- 
tacles which are designed to 
protect the mail from the wea- 
ther and are neat in appear- 
ance, conveniently located, and 
are safe to use. 

“Neat, attractive mail boxes 
make a significant contribution 
to the appearance of the count- 
ryside and streets in suburban 
areas. Mail boxes that meet 
these requirements contripute 
to a more efficient delivery 
operation, and the resultisim- 
proved service to you,” says 
Robert L. Cooper, Elba Post- 
master. 

Rural boxes must have the 
box number on the side of the 
box visible to the carrier as 
he approaches, or on door 
where boxes are grouped 
Names do not have to be used 
on boxes but may be used 
Boxes should be painted both 
to protect them from rust and 
to help their appearance. Box- 
es should be at height conven- 
ient to carrier to serve and 
firmly affixed to a steady post. 

“Your carrier serves your 
box a possible 304 times a 


year. Help him by maintain-° 


ing it properly. Have you 
looked at YOUR box lately? 
Other people do,” adds Mr.

Eat and Grow Younger 


High-Fat, High-Starch Diet 


Can Prove Fatal to Arteries

Arteries are seldom mentioned these days without the 


companion words “hardening” and “cholesterol.” 


of misconception has arisen 


A lot 
from half-understood reports 


issued by physicians and medical laboratories on the need 
to “limit the diet” to avoid hardening of the arteries 
(arteriosclerosis), the condition which sometimes leads 
to a heart seizure or to ruptured blood vessels in the 


brain. That is why my sixth and final commandment is, 
Young arteries above all else.” 


Cholesterol is a fat-like sub- 
stance found in every living cell. 

Since cholesterol occurs in all 
living matter, we know it's es- 
sential to the body. It has been 
established beyond all doubt 
that the body can manufacture 
its cholesterol needs. Further, 
we know that under normal con- 
ditions excess, unwanted 
amounts of this fatty substance 
can be destroyed in the body. 

But the most important thing 
for you to remember about chol- 
esterol is this; The consumption 
of heavy starches causes de- 
posits of cholesterol to form in 
the body, mainly in the arteries. 


CHOLESTEROL BLAMED 


Today, some medical scien- 
tists place the blame for too 
much cholesterol in the blood on 
foods that actually are valuable 
sources of nutrition—cheese, egg 
yolk, liver, gland meats, and 
unsaturated vegetable oils. 

Diets are being prescribed 
that greatly restrict the use of 
these excellent foods. Also pro- 
hibited are pork, pies, rich 
cakes, cookies and all fried 
foods—none of which, of course, 
wes be given a place in any 
jet.

macaroni and similar pure- 
starch items. 

Now let’s check into the prac- 
tical wisdom of these “low-fat” 
diets currently being prescribed 
indiscriminately for persons sus- 
pected of having “hardened” 
arteries, 

Fats, the same as carbohy- 
drates,.are used by the body to 
supply heat and energy. Right 
at the start, we begin to realize 
that the average diet is top- 
heavy with two food elements 
—fats and carbohydrates—both 
with the same nutritional func- 
tion: providing heat and energy. 

Carbohydrates, when too plen- 
tiful in the diet, usurp the nat- 
ural function of the fat foods, 
thereby allowing the fats to be 
deposited instead of being burn- 
ed for energy. The fats you eat 
must be used for energy; other- 
wise they are “‘hoarded’’ in the 
tissues and in the arteries. 

It is when fats are eaten to 
excess or combined with high- 
carbohydrate .meals, that they 
pile up in all these unwanted 
and dangerous places—in the 
liver, around the waist, the 
heart and on the inner walls of 
arteries. 


BODY OVERFUELING 


It’s not difficult to understand 
that when you eat a high-starch 
meal which also includes a 
quantity of fat, you are over- 
fueling your body. If you've 
ever flooded the carburetor in 
your car with too much gaso- 
line, or choked out the fire in 
your furnace by piling on too 
much coal, you can readily un- 


derstand that over-fueling is 
something to be 


avoided, Un- 
burned gasoline floods out the 
carburetor in your car, Unburn- 


ed coal clogs up the grate in 
your furnace. And unburned fats 
pile up on the walls of your ar- 
teries. 


My advice on “eating to keep 


your arteries young’’ would be 
only half complete if I were to

neglect reporting the encourag- 
ing results being obtained in 
hundreds of cases of hardened 
arteries treated with choline and 
inositol—two members of the 
vitamin B-complex family. 

Choline and inositol are found 
in most high protein foods—lean 
beef and lamb, organ meats 
(liver, kidney, heart, brains), 
eggs, and natural cheese. 

A choline and inositol defi- 
ciency results mainly from a 
diet low in protein, and high in 
fats and carbohydrates. 

If you want to avoid the circu- 
latory disorders which rank 
among the chief killers past the 
age of 40, my earnest plea is 
this: Starting with your next 
meal, put yourself for life on a 
high-protein, low-starch, low-fat 
diet.

If for any valid reason you 
cannot consistently follow a 
high-protein diet, then I urge 
you go to your nearest health 
store for a supply of lecithin 
granules. Use this natural food 
substance to obtain supplemen- 
tal amounts of choline and inosi- 
tol to prevent accumulation of 
cholesterol on arterial walls. 

Within these Six Command- 
ments lies the nucleus of all 
dietary truth. They are the key- 
stone of all your efforts to be- 
come a trim, radiant person, 
glowing with health and energy.

COTTON 


“I! had to learn how to plant 
all over again,” was the way 
Marion J. Sanders of the Roe- 
ton Community in Coffee County 
talked about his recently com- 
pleted cotton planting. Sanders 
is one of the few farmers in 
Coffee County who has planted 
cotton this year after a lay- 
off of several years. 

Fifteen years ago, Coffee 
County farmers were planting 
20,000 acres of cotton. Then 
with the various soil bank pro- 
grams and transfer and lease 
arrangements, the acreage in 
the county was gradually redu- 
ced 


Beginning about 1968 only 
about 500 acres of cotton was 
planted in the county. This low 


acreage continued until 1973 
when there was a_ slight in- 
crease inacreage planted. Most 
growers leased to North Ala- 
bama folks. This year probably 
not over 1,000 acres have been 
planted - up some 500 acres 
from last year. Presently, 
Coffee County farmers have an 
allotment of about 12,000acres 
with most“of it being leased to 
growers in North Alabama. 
Better insect control plus good 
cotton land are the main rea- 
sons why North Alabama farm- 


ers have historically made 
about one-half bale per acre 
more than growers in South 


Alabama 

Coffee County cotton growers 
do not like to get much rain 
in August. Too much rain caus- 
es excessive growth and boll 
rot and delayed maturity. On 
the other hand, peanut growers 
like to get plenty of rain dur- 
ing August. So the two crops 
require almost opposite rain- 
fall patterns in August 


I asked Sanders why he 
started planting cotton again 
He said, “It’s been about five 
years since we planted any 
cotton. Back then the price 
was low, and we were just be- 
ginning to make a lot more pea- 
nuts per acre. We were doing 
so much better with peanuts 
we decided to leave the cotton 
off. You know we've been grow- 
ing cotton all of our lives. We 
decided to go back to planting 
cotton because of the price and 
also because we have good cot- 
ton land. We've made a bale 
and a half per acre in previous 
years. We wanted to see if we

could make as much on anacre 
of cotton as we could onanacre 
of peanuts. And we can, too, 
if we have a good year.” 

Sanders continued, “We had 
to just about learn all over 
again. We could not remember 
how much seed we planted, and 
we had to check on recom- 
mended varieties. It was just 
like a new experience for us. 
You would think that as much 
cotton as we have grown in the 
past we never would forget the 
details, but when you stay away 
from something for four or 
five years you forget a lot of it.” 

Sanders planted a 46-acre 
allotment of cotton, put it in 
36-inch rows, and used McNair 
511. He broadcast 400 pounds 
of 3-9-18 before planting and 
drilled 350 pounds of 5-15-25. 
In a few days now he will side- 
dress with at least 100 pounds 
of Nitrogen using ammonium 
nitrate. He planted 25 pounds 
of triple treated acid delinted 
seed on April 17. 

Sanders plants 275 acres of 
peanuts. Last year he plant- 
ed some early corn--Pioneer 
3369A. He sold it for $ll5a 
ton and made 2-1/2 tons of 
shelled corn per acre. A lot 
of this corn returned about as 
much money per acre as an 
acre of peanuts. The corn was 
sold at the highest price of 
the season just before he began 
harvesting peanuts. 

I might add that Sanders got 
one or two key rains that some 
of the other people inthe county 
did not get to enable him to make 
this excellent yield of corn. He 
is doing the same thing again 
this year primarily because the 
corn prices are up 

Sanders andhis son, Kenneth, 
who is in partnership with him, 
pointed out that Coffee County 
does not have a gin and neither 
does Pike nor Crenshaw Coun- 
ties They plan to gin in 
Headland in Henry County or at 
Brannon Stand in Houston Coun- 
ty. Sanders said, “I don’t like 
the idea of having to haul my 
cotton this far, but do not have 
any other choice.” Both San- 
ders aud his son believe that 
in a few years if cotton pri- 
ce holds up, more cotton will 
be planted in South Alabama 

Sanders used Treflan to con- 
trol grasses and broadleaf 
weeds, and he will usedirected 
Sprays including Karmex to 


keep his cotton clean. They 
like to harvest cotton just as 
clean as possible. They culti- 
vate and lay by on a slight 
ridge to help improve picker 
efficiency. 

Sanders was a little wor- 
ried about his stand. He said, 
“I planted some of it too deep 
and some of it too shallow. 
Kenneth and I could not decide 
on how deep to plant it because 
we did not know about the rain- 
fall.” 

I talked to Sanders about the 
price he expects to get for his 
cotton. He said he expected 
at least 55¢ and hopes that it 
is selling higher than this at 
harvest time. I have talked 
to several growers recently 
about growing cotton and some 
seem to feel that by the time 
they could get set up to grow 
cotton again the price might 
be down. However, Sanders 
pointed out that with the fuel 
crisis and increased price of 
growing synthetics, cotton 
would bring a good price for a 
number of years. 

Folks in the county will be 
watching the few cotton growers 
we have this year to see how 
they make out financially. High 
yields and high prices could 
cause a big increase in the int- 
erest in growing cotton in Cof- 
fee County.

Leading Killer 
DWI Comes 


Under Attack 


Realizing that the drinking 
driver is one of the leading kil- 
lers on Alabama highways and 
disturbed over the number of 
Driving While Intoxicated ar- 
rests reduced to lesser charges 
by the courts, Public Safety 
Director Colonel Eldred C. 
Dothard, has appealed to jud- 
ges and district attorneys to 
discontinue the practice. 

Dothard said that since Jan- 
uary 1, when the “Find the Dr- 
unk” program was started by 
troopers, 3,420 drunk drivers 
have been arrested - the high- 
est number on record for any 
comparable period. But it 
does little or no good to make 
arrests if the courts do not 
prosecute them. 

“Our reports show that, in 
spite of the use of scientific 
instruments, which conclus- 
ively establish the degree of 
intoxication, it is almost im- 
possible to obtain convictions 
as charged in many courts,” 
Col. Dothard said. 

Public Safety records show 
that less than sixty percent of 
those charged with Driving 
While Intoxicated throughout 
the State are convicted. Un- 
fortunately, in several coun- 
ties, convictions are the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. 
“We take no issue with court 
decisions reached after the evi- 
dence is presented; however, 
most case reductions occur 
without the court hearing the 
evidence of the case in ques- 
tion,” the Director said. “Our 
reports also show that many 
cases are severel years old 
and are still pending, with no 
court action taken,” he con- 
tinued. 

“1 feel that swiftness and 
surety of prosecution is the 
greatest deterrent to any cr- 
ime. If drinking drivers know 
they must pay the penalty as 
provided by law, we will see a 
drastic reduction in alcohol- 
related traffic deaths in Ala- 
bama,” Col. Dothard said.

IRISH POTATOES 

» I have seen a lot of Irish 
potatoes this spring. Several 
folks have asked me how to hat 
vest them. There are two or 
three things that you need to 
remember about harvesting po- 
tatoes. First, don’t harvest 
them to be stored until the 
vines are mature. Wait until 
they start yellowing. Harvest 
in the morning if possible to 
avoid high field temperature. 
Don’t leave potatoes out in the 
hot sun. 

Potatoes can be kept fora 
period of about six weeks at a 
temperature of 70-75 degrees. 
The ideal storage temperature 
is 55-60 degrees, but very few

CORN 

Olin Watkins of the Asbury 
Community and M. J. Sanders 
of the Roeton Community have 
some of the finest looking early 
corn I have seen. At the end 
of the week all of it was needing 
rain but the corn is holding up 
nicely. 

Sanders told me that last 
year he planted several acres 
of early corn, happened to get 
the rains just right, and sold 
the shelled corn just before 
he harvested peanuts at $115 
per ton. Some of those acres 
were just as valuable as an 
acre of peanuts. 

I see more early planting 
of corn this year than in pre- 
vious years. One of the rea- 
sons for thts is the fact that 
corn is so high a lot of folks 
are trying to get part of the 


new crop in just as quickly 
possible. 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 
SERVICE 

Quite a few folks get the 
Extension Service mixed up 
with other agencies. Many 


people think we are a federal 
agency. Others think we are 
entirely Auburn, and others 
think we are a county group. 
The fact is that our official 
name is the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service.

I don't usually give very 


many statistics in this column, 
but I came across something 
this week I thought would be 
interesting to readers in this 
area, I quote from this: U.S. 
Farmers comprise less than 
5 percent of the population, 
But they have production assets 
exceeding $300 billion, spend 
$64 billion in one year to pay 
production expenses, pay pro- 
perty taxes of more than $3 
billion a year, and have close 
to an $80 billion debt load that 
is expected to double within 
10 years 

Today the average commer- 
cial farmer in the U. S. has 
well over $100,000 invested 
in land, machinery, livestock, 
working capital, and farm bui- 
Idings other than his house, 
The figure has doubled in a 
decade, 

One out of 5 
U. S. is related to agricul- 
ture and at the heart of this 
is the American farmer, 

Agriculture is the nation’s 
largest industry, employing 4.4 
million persons directly and 
supporting another 10 to 12 mil- 
lion jobs in machinery, chem- 
ical, public utilities and other 
industries, and in processing 
and marketing food products.

The unique title “A Dif- 
ferent Place,” will be used 
in observing Soil Stewardship 
Week in our district during the 
week of May 19-26, 1974.

IRISH POTATOES 

» I have seen a lot of Irish 
potatoes this spring. Several 
folks have asked me how to har- 
vest them. There are two or 
three things that you need to 
remember about harvesting po- 
tatoes. First, don’t harvest 
them to be stored until the 
vines are mature. Wait until 
they start yellowing. Harvest 
in the morning if possible to 
avoid high field temperature. 
Don’t leave potatoes out in the 
hot sun. 

Potatoes can be kept fora 
period of about six weeks at a 
temperature of 70-75 degrees. 
The ideal storage temperature 
is 55-60 degrees, but very few

Aspirin usually brings the 
fever down, but if a high temper- 
ature persists, then try sponging 
the child with a mixture of alco- 
hol and warm water. The two 
should be mixed in equa] parts.

At the end 
of the week all of it was needing 
rain but the corn is holding up 
nicely 

Sanders told me_ that last 
year he planted several acres 
of early corn, happened to get 
the rains just right, and sold 
the shelled corn just before 
he harvested peanuts at $115 
per ton. Some of those acres 
were just as valuable as an 
acre of peanuts. 

I see more early planting 
of corn this year than in pre- 
vious years. One of the rea- 
sons for thts-is the fact that 
corn is so high a lot of folks 
are trying to get part of the 
new crop in just as quickly 
possible. 
COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 
SERVICE 

Quite a few folks get the 
Extension Service mixed up 
with other agencies. Many 
people think we are a federal 
agency. Others think we are 
entirely Auburn, and others 
think we are a county group. 
The fact is that our official 
hame is the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service. We use the 
word Cooperative because we 
are financed cooperatively--so 
much from the county, so much 
from the state, and so much 
from the federal government. 

The Extension Service is 
one of the three divisions of 
Auburn University. Another 
division at Auburn is instruc- 
tion on campus for 15,000 stu- 
dents. The other division is 
research and the Wiregrass 
Experiment Station is part of 
the research division at Au- 
burn. 

The Extension Service’ in 
Coffee County has the resp- 
onsibility of educational work 
in agriculture, home economics 
and youth. Our office is locat- 
ed near New Brockton and our 
phone number is 894-5596.

Minimum Wage 
Law Covers 
More People 


On April 8, 1974, the Presid- 
ent signed into law new mini- 
mum wage legislation. Estima- 
tes indicate the new law will 
extend coverage to fivemillion 
federal, state and local gover- 
nment employes, onemillion do- 
mestics, 600,000 retail store 
employes, 120,000 service ind- 
ustry workers and 25,000 farm 
workers, says Charles Maddox 
Extension resource management 
specialist at Auburn. 

An area of great concern and, 
one that seems to be creat- 
ing confusion is the new cover- 
age of domestic workers by the 
minimum wage. A domestic 
worker, says Maddox, is a per- 
son employed to perform work 
in the home or on the home 
grounds such as gardening or 
care and maintenance of lawn 
and shrubbery. The minimum 
wage applies ifthe worker works 
as many as eight hours during 
the week for any one or a com- 
bination of employers. The min- 
imum pay also applies if the 
worker is paid as much as 
$50 in wages during a calendar 
quarter. 

The minimum wage rate is 
$1.90 per hour effective May 
Ist, 1974, and increases to $2 
on January 1, 1975; 2.20 on Jan- 
uary 1, 1976 and $2.30 on Jan- 
vary 1, 1977. Workers must 
be paid overtime for any work 
over 40 hours per week, except 
for live-in employes. 

The specialist notes that the 
minimum wage doesn’t apply 
where a casual baby-sitter is 
employed or where a person 
is employed as a companion. 
If a person is employed as a 
companion, that person can’t 
perform any general household 
work or duties 

And if an employer furnishes 
transportation and meals to a 
domestic employe a reasonable 
allowance for those cost can be 
included as pari of total pay
